The Propoſition of this Argument, as it is moſte 
certayne, ſo is it confeſſed by your Cardinall Bellamine, in his 
ſecond chapter, De notis Eccleſ, The Ailumption, none will 
denye,who haue anie Senſe: For all Schooles holde this for 
' an vndoubted Principle, That no Pnivaſal, as it is /aiverſall 
is, ai, or fallech ynder Senſe ;_ hecauſe it is 1 
che Objet? of Reaſon, Much 
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betwirt Acclaymers . | 

Thus, (Eripbilas) except you haue ought , where-by to 
infrindge mine Argument, your Man his mayne Propoſi- 
tion, in ſo farre, as concerneth this his Marke of Vuiyerſali- 
tie, is both vayne, and ſophiſticall. Vayne, becauſe he brin- 
geth that for a diſcerning Marke, which falleth not vnder 
enſe; and, ſo, can bee np Marke at all. Sophiſticall, for 


that, of that which we confeſſe, to be a true Attribute of the 


Church, hee would conclude, a diſcerning Marke. But all 
Attributes, are not Markes. Now (Fripbilas) refell mine 
Argument, or grautt mee, I pray you, ſome reſpite from 
burning: e mer ite, you haue al- readie burned too 
manie, vpon humour. 

Fbiladelpbas. You could not away ( Eripbilus) with m 
Sonnets : but,as I thinke, Enbulus Syllogiſmes are no leſſe 
pricking . 

Philomatbes, Bur, I pray you, Fobulus, how-ſo=ever your 
Reaſons are ſubtill, and, I can not denye, but builded vpon 
confeſſed Grounds: and, how-ſo-ever that Catbolicke is an 
Attribute (as you call it) of the Church, & is apprehended by 
Fayth : yet, ſeeing that the moſte approoved Fathers, in 
their Diſputations, agaynſt the Heretickes of their tymes, 
doe preſſe them ſore, with the Authoritie of the Catholicke 
Church, which they ordinarilie oppoſe vnto them; it would 
appeare , that they had ſome reaſon to doe ſo: and, that 
even /niverſalitie is, in ſome reſpect, a Marke of the true 
Church. Neyther ſee I, howe you can diſapprooue our 
Mens Argument, agaynſt you, brought from this Note, ex- 
cept you will condemne thoſe Famous, and Auncient Fa- 
thers alſo, as having vaynlic, and ſophiſticallie, reaſoned for

ſpeciall Reſpect, and Relation. Abſolutelie, and moſt pro- 
perlie, the Catholicke Church, is the whole number, of 
what · ſo- ever tyme or place, who haue beene, are, or ſhall 
bee vnited vnto CHRIS r, their Head, and live in Him, by 
His Spirit; whether heere, on Earth, fighting; or hence, in 
Heaven, triumphing. Abſolutelie, and leſſe properlie, the 
Catholicke Church, is the whole militant companie heere 
on Earth, of what · ſo- ever Kinred, Tongue, or Nation, vn- 
der one, and the ſame common Enſigne, of Chriſtian Pro- 
feſſion; whether Hypocrites, or true — z whether 
pure, or corrupt, Worſhippers; whether Orthodox, or He- 
reticall; as even Bellarmine argueth, Cap. 7. De Notis Eccleſ. In 
anie of which Caſes, ſnee is believed, and (in her /niverſali- 
tic) falleth not vnder Senſe, Improperlie, agayne , and in 
oppoſite Relation, the Church is called CATHOLICKE, for 
two Reſpects: The one, In oppoſite Relation to the Church 
of the Iewes, which was limited within the compaſle of one 
People, and of one Region: the Chriſtian Church, no more 
ſo confined, but ſ va, | indifferentlie, over all, is called the 
CATHOLICKE CHVYRCH . Neyther thus, becauſe that 
eyther al-wayes all Peoples Vniverſallie, or moſte parte of 
Men, embrace the Goſpell: but, becauſe the Entrie is op- 
ned, and offered, indifferentlie, vnto all. The other Re- 
(poll was the oppoſite Relation, to hereticall Companies, 
eparating them - ſelues, by Errour, from the common Bodie 

of the Chureh, & Trueth mayntayned there - in. And in this 
laſt Reſpect, it is, that al · moſt the Fathers cõᷣmonlie ſpeak of 
it; calling the Cõmunitie of the Viſible Church, retayning 
Trueth, (in relation to particular hereticall Companies) the 
CATHOLICKE CHYRCH. And, in this Senſe, oppolings 
ordinarilie, to arrogant men, the A«tberitie, Multitade, Conſent, 
Sacceſiion , 8c. of the Catholicke Church, as you hau al- 
leadged , Philewatbes, But is this manner of the Fathers - 
| p reaſo- 
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reaſoning, twothings arc carefullie to bee marked , where- 
by the Fathers ſhall bee found both pertinentlie, and pru- 
deaclie, to haue vicd this Argument; & where by, your men 
now, ſhall bee ſeene evidentlie, and impudentlie, to abuſe it. 
The 6r, is that ſtate and condition of the Church, where- 
in this Argument hath place, according as it was when the 
Fathers vled it. The ſccond, is, what weight, or moment, 
the Fathers placed in it. The ſtate of the Church, then, was 
in common, pure, holding Trueth, and by the force there- 
of, purging, or expelling all in- bred, or accreſfing evils, 
or Hereſies. So, as then, though by an improper Speach, 
yet the Communalitie of the Church, keeping Truth, in 
relation to a few Declyners, might not impertinentlie bee 
called the Catholicke Church, and her authoritie, might 
well haue beene oppoſed vnto them. But, who, in plaine 
contrarie ſtate, and condition of the Church, when Errour 
obtaineth in common, and Trueth is afflicted, and borne 
downe; yet, without conſideration of the altered State and 
Condition, would (till vſe the fame reaſon, from Mualtitade, 
and what. lo- ever, or how-ſo-ever an obtaining State; hee 
were a ridiculous Sophiſter, confounding diver fe, and di- 
ſtinct times, and cales. To reaſon from the ſtare of the 
Church in Epheſus, (where in evill was not tollerated) to 
the ſtate of the Church in Smirns, ( where-in Heretickes 
waxed prowde, and deſpyſed the abject Rate of true Profeſ- 
ſours) it were ſophiſticall: but much more ſophiſticall, to 
reaſon from the ſtare in Epbeſas, to the tate in Fergamus, when 
the true Church dwelt, even where Satan's Throne was; 
knownerto GO D, though hid from the worldlicſore. To 
reaſon from the Woman cloathed with the Sunne, treading 
the Moone, and crowned with twelue Starres; to the ſame 
Woman, lurking in the W ilderneſſe, it concludeth not: for, 
at, in the firſt Calc, the Fathers had reaſon, and did wyſe- 
lie, to conyince by all Advantages; ſo, whyle the Cale is 
clearlie altered, (according as by Scripture was fore · tolde ) 
and Anticbriſt hath obtayned a Throne, even in the Tem- 
plez when che Evill, or Gengrene, in the bodie, and ha- 
| ving 


ving even over- gone the Bodie, in common, will contende 

agaynſt the heatthiome remnant 3 then are wee both to 
leaue mproper Speaches, and, wyſelie, to diſtinguiſh, de- 
ceittullie- confſounded Tymes, and Caſes: and propeilie to 
pleade, That the Gangrene in the Bodie, and even affecting, 
and ee e- the Bod:e, in common, yet is but an Adhe- 
rent, or accreſſing Evill, in, but not of, the Bodie: and, 
That the healchlome remnant , retayning the Lyfe of the 
Head, and, by vertue there-of , reſiſting the over-going 
Gangrene, is che true Catbolicke Church. 

And, this altered Condition, of Tyme, and of the 
Church,intyme, which maketh the Argument, ſome-tyme, 
pertinentlie, vſed, to bee nowe ridiculous : beſides, that 
both SCRIPTV RE hath fore-tolde it, the FATHERS 
did ſee the working on of it, and, wee haue, aboundantlie 
often, prooved, and till offer, to prooue it. It is cleare, 
alſo, by that other Poynt, which I propounded, to bee ob- 
ſerved, in this reaſoning of the FATHERS: namelie, What 
Weyght, or Moment, they placed in that fame Argument. 
VVhere · in, they even profeſſe, That they vſed it not, as an 
infallible demonſtratiue Marke, but as a Motive: vvhich , 
beeing joyned with cleare TRYVETH , was worthiè to 
bee regarded? but, which, eythet without TRY ETH, or 
agaynſt TRV ET EF, ſhould carrie no Credite. 

This is evident, by A=g«iine, vſing this ſame Argument, 
agaynſt Fauftus M anicheaus , and oppoſing the Authoritie 
of the Catbelicke Church , Multitude, Antiquitie, Succeſsion, & c. 
to his bare bragging ot the TRYETH. Which TAVETH, not- 
with. ſtanding, (ſayeth that Father) if you can ſhow, ſo elrarlie, 
45 it can not bee gayne-ſoyde, it i to bee preferred to all the/ethinges, 
Þbere-by I an bolden within the Catbolicks Church, It che name of 
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EUBULUS. 
Trueth, ſhould bee regarded. But ro whoſe Authoritie, not 


che leſſe, the cleare Trueth, found with never ſo few Holders, 


is to bee preferred. For, ee ought not to conſent, no, not to C 4- 


D Vee Beet, bbolickg Biſhops, (ſayeth the ſame Father) if they bolde anie 


Opinion contrarie to Canonickg Scriptures. Where-by is mavifeſt, 
both in what Senſe the Fathers reaſoned, from the Authori- 
tieof the Catholicke Church, and what force they placed 
in that Argument: and that, how-ſo-ever by them, and in 
that tyme, and caſe of a Church, it was not inconvenientlie 
vſed; yet that now, in ſo farre different a ſtare, ſtill to vſurpe 
it in a lyke manner, were extreame impudencie. This Chry- 


 ſoflome did both fore- ſee, and gaue warning of it: that the al- 
tered ſtate of the Church, behooved to bring meu to a more 


neare and proper Rule of Examination, ( 2s in his Teſtimo- 
nies, aboue cited, is cleare.) In that, how-lo-ever, before 
that Hereſie obtayned place in the Church, and the abhomi- 
nation of deſolation ſtood alſo ( is ſaufti Fccleſia locis) in 
the holie places of the Church, manie wayes were to diſ- 
cerne the Church: (as, while Trueth helde place in com- 
mon, was Vi verſalitie improperlie taken, Maltitude, Conſent, 
Succeſcien, & c) yet now, after that hereticall contagion hath 
infected the Bodie in common, no manner of way is to diſ- 
cerne the true Church, ( amidſt the corrupted communitie 
of the Church) but onlie the Scriptures. You are greatlie 
decei ved, (F bilamat bes) if you eſteeme the Church, there- 
fore, to bee called CATHOLICKE; eyther becauſe ab wayes 
the moſte parte of men ſhall come in to her, and embrace 
the Profeſſion: or yet, That of ſuch as come in to her , 
the moſte parte ſhall al.wayes holde the Trueth. But, 


Shee is CATHOLICKE , becauſe her Gates that are

And, this is, 
indeede, that FNITIE, where-of your Men, ſo much 
lorie,even a Conſpiracie in Errour, and no true FNITIE 
in Truethz as their manifolde, and ſhameleſſe Shiftings, (in 
a cleate evidence, of a ſelfe · accuſing - guiltineſſe) from ſub- 
duing their doctrine, to juſt examination, by Scripture, the 
ſole Rule of Veritie, make more than manifeſt. Now, Ma⸗ 
tan never yet envyed / NITI Z, in Errour: ot, ZEALE, 
in Superſtition. 7 
Philowatbes, Well: to let this goe with yon, of /NITTF, 
which you haue, indeede, evinced, of the former: that it is

poyntes of Tructh, and, whatelo-ever egrees of Diviſion, 
or Diſſention: which muſt bee wyſelie, and carefullie, di- 
ſtingviſhed. For, there bee manie poynts of Trueth, where- 
in diverſuie of judgement , breaketh not the Ynitie of the 


Church: Vea, and manie Diviſions, and Diſſentions, which, 


yet, divyde not the diſſenting Members, one from ano- 
ther: or, if one from another, yet, neyther of them from 
the Head. or common Bodie; from which thoſe, onlie, may 
bee ſayde, abſolutelie, to fall, which holde not the Head, or, 
ſubvert, directlie, and with pertinacie, the Foundation For, 
manie, in weakneſſe, will holde Opinions, which, in- deede, 
doe even choppe agaynſt the Foundation, by cleare, and 
neceſſarie Conſequence; but not immediatelie, or directlie. 
So, as, if you ſhould challenge the Holders, of that which

had over-rulcd Mens Affections, neyther were, nor arc, of 
ſuch Moment, where-fore the Yaiie of Men, holding ftill 
one, andthe fame Head, and, keeping one, and the ſame 
Foundation, ſhould bee ſo lightlie broken, or, the Peace of 
GOD His Houſe troubled: But, the weakneſſe, and, not 
duelie - mortified Humours of Men, maketh not the Trueth 
of GOD to fayle. That Diſſentions, and Diviſions are, it 
declareth Men, to bee, yet, in that part, carnall; but, ic doeth 
not ſeparate them, from the common Bodie, ſo long as they 
holde one, and the ſame LORD, one Fayth, one Hope, one 
Baptiſme, and are vnited in one, and the ſame Spirit: no 
more, than did this Deſect, in the Church of Corinth; which, 
al· be · it, that, hecre-fore, the Apoſtle did rebuke, as carnall, 
in that; yet, hee ſtill did intitle, with the Name of CHRIST 
His Church.
